ship.  Hence,  they  arc  able  to  recognize  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  visible  church,  all  denominations  who 
have  not  departed  from  those  truths  of  the  gospel 
which  are  necessary  to  salvation.  Their  principle, 
therefore,  is  one  of  essential  unity,  and  in  the  broad¬ 
est  and  truest  sense,  they  are  Catholics  indeed. 

This  use  of  the  term  Catholic,  while  it  is  full  of 
freedom  and  liberality,  docs  by  no  means  clash 
with  the  use  of  the  term  Protestant.  The  object 
of  this  last  term  is  not  to  express  the  whole  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  churches  to  which  it  is  applied ;  but  main¬ 
ly  the  attitude  which  they  maintain  towards  Pope¬ 
ry,  and  its  affiliated  errors.  Hence,  the  English 
and  American  Episcopal  churches  are  Protestant 
so  far  as  they  Protest  a^inst  the  supremacy  of  the 
Pope,  and  the  corruptions  of  Popery.  The  Pres¬ 
byterians  and  their  associates  are  Protestants  in  a 
still  stronger  sense,  so  far  as  they  protest  against  a 
still  greater  amount  of  Papal  corruption,  and  against 
the  doctrince  of  Prelacy  and  its  affiliated  errors  in 
the  Episcopal  church.  They,  therefore  have  the 
best  claim  of  any  to  both  the  terms  Catholic  and 
Protestant,  because  they  use  both  in  the  truest,  most 
legitimate,  and  most  enlarged  applicatiun.  it  fol¬ 
lows  from  these  considerations  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
these  favored  churches  to  assert  more  distinctly 
their  claims  to  the  term  Catholic,  and  to  carry  out 
more  thoroughly  the  true  principle  of  Protestant¬ 
ism.  We  must  plant  our  protest  against  the  whole 
theory  of  Episcopacy.  There  is  no  efficient  place 
for  it  elsewhere. 

The  term  Protestant,  will  not  be  the  millenial 
appellation  of  the  true  church.  All  will  be  Cath¬ 
olics  then,  in  the  true  sense,  of  the  term.  Protest¬ 
antism  developes  that  attitude  of  the  true  church  in 
which  she  appears  warring  against  corruption,  and 
preparing  the  way  for  the  millenium.  It  is  not 
yet  time  to  lay  the  term  aside.  So  long  as  Roman¬ 
ism,  or  Oxfordism,  or  Prelacy,  assert  their  prepos- 
we  must  Protest.

Itclainis  for  Ghid, 
from  moral  agents,  all  the  love,  reverence,  confidence,  obe¬ 
dience,  adoration,  and  moral  affection  of  every  shade,  which 
his  known  affections  deserve.  It  claims  thattheheartinallits 
various  emotions  should  correspond  with  the  character  of 
of  God  in  its  varied  and  blended  moral  loveliness.  It  claims 
that  we  should  render  him  the  glory  due  unto  his  name. 

It  is  as  extensive  as  the  known  interests  of  then  niverse.  It  u 
founded  on  the  principle  of  impartial  love.  It  claims  for  these 
interests  that  regard  which  their  relative  value  requires.  It 
vindicates  and  asserts  the  right  of  all  and  each  upon  the  indi¬ 
vidual  soul. 

It  isos  extensive  as  the  relations  irkick  the  sold  sii.stains  to 
God  and  the  universe.  These  relations  originate  duties. 
These  duties  are  various,  important,  and  essentially  binding 
upon  the  moral  nature.  They  are  to  be  studied,  understood, 
followed  out,  and  invariably  regarded,  now  and  forever. 

It  is  as  extensive  as  the  powers  of  the  man,  both  in  body 
and.  mind.  It  demands  a  perpetual  consecration  of  them  all 
to  truth,  and  a  constant  use  of  them  all  according  to  its  pur¬ 
poses.  It  restrains,  impels,  decides,  guides,  and  judges  the 
man  in  them  all.  Thus  it  diffuses  its  claim  through  the  whole 
sjrstem,  demanding  every  part  and  power  supremely  for  God. 

It  is  as  c.rtensive  as  the  flav)  of  moral  existence.  Every  day, 
hour,  and  moment  in  which  we  are  moral  agents  it  restsupon 
us.  It  binds  us  constantly  with  their  obligations.  Not  an 
instant  can  we  be  relieved  from  its  absorbing  claims. 

It  is  as  €.rtensive  as  all  the  developments  of  the  pospel. — 
Through  the  gospel,  all  the  perfections  of  God  shine  brighter 
— the  interests  of  the  world  seem  grander,  the  relations  of 
being  more  numerous  and  sublime,  and  the  purposes  of  life 
more  important,  and  indeed  the  law  itself  in  all  its  elements, 
wider,  deeper,  higher,  grander,  and  more  splendid  than  it 
could  have  seemed  without  the  gospel.  New  relations  and 
duties,  new  interests,  and  emotions  are  wrought  around  the 
mind.  The  soul  is  bound  to  uMet  them  every  moment 
without  any  failure,  so  fiir  as  it  is  possible  for  her  to  know 
them. 

It  is  as  extensive  ns  the  aider  of  the  moral  universe.  ^  It 
reaches  forth  on  every  side,  onward  through  all  changes  and 
upward  along  every  avenue  of  truth,  wherever  the  hand 
of  God  lunds,  and  arranges  and  directs  all  bongs  and  events. 
So  far  as  knowledge  can  be  had,  it  claims  of  the  soul  perfect 
conformity  to  the  ordering  of  the  divine  hand.

Church  AcUm. 

At  a  Christian  Convention  held  at  Almond,  on 
the  21st  of  Jan.  inst.  convened  to  consider  several 
subjects  of  importance  to  the  Christian  church, 
Moses  Ijockhart  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Asa 
E.  Halbert  was  chosen  Secretary. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were 
passed  unanimously : 

Whereas,  Slavery,  as  it  exists  in  this  country,  is 
a  gross  outrage  upon  huusan  rights,  and  a  high¬ 
handed  assumption  of  the  prerogative  of  the  Al¬ 
mighty.  And  whereas,  the  American  church  is 
deeply  implicated  in  slavery. 

Resolved,  That  the  time  has  fully  come  when, 
in  obedience  to  the  inspired  apostle,  “  Withdraw 
thyself  from  every  brother  that  walketh  disorder¬ 
ly,’’  the  Christian  church  should  solemnly  with¬ 
draw  the  hand  of  Christian  fellowship  from  all 
who,  after  due  admonition,  persist  in  the  sin,  or 
who  justify  the  imnatural  and  proud  relation  of 
master  and  slave. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  passed 
unanimously; 

Whereas,  the  wines  of  this  country  are  very  ex¬ 
tensively  adulterated,  so  that  no  one  can  tell  wheth- 
[  er  the  specimen  contains  a  particle  of  the  juice  of 
I  the  grape,  or  is  merely  a  vile  compound.  And 
whereas,  alcohol,  sometimes  in  large  proportions, 
exists  in  them  all ;  rendering  it  hazardous  for  those 
who  have  just  escaped  the  fangs  of  the  destroyer, 
to  taste  the  intoxicating  cup, 

.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  the  Convention,  that 
the  unfermented,  un intoxicating  juice  of  the  grape 
should  alone  be  used  in  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper. 

Whereas,  the  traffick  in  ardent  spirits  is  confes¬ 
sedly  an  immorality,  and  the  cause  of  unnumbered 
woes  in  the  community,

governed  in  the  matter  by  their  own  ditcretion. _ 

Yet  it  does  not  follow  that  they  always  do  their 
duty,  and  that  “  interested  persons”  have  never  any 
reason  to  complain.  They  may  err  in  judgment 
through  prejudice,  or  the  fear  of  man,  uid  rnfase 
to  read  notices,  much  to  the  just  grief  of  good  men 
and  the  dishonor  of  God.  In  proof  of  this  we  need 
only  to  refer  to  the  numerous  instances  in  which 
pastors,  acting  on  the  general  principle  that  the  abo¬ 
lition  agitation  is  doing  evil,  have  refused  to  read 
notices  of  the  anti-slavery  monthly  concert  of  pray¬ 
er.  By  this  refusal  what  do  they  say  ?  Not  merely 
that  they  would  discountenance  ultra  abolitionism, 
non-resistance  and  unionism;  not  merely  that  they 
disapprove  of  carrying  a  moral  question  into  poh- 
tics ;  not  merely  that  they  disbelieve  in  the  right  of 
the  North  to  meddle  with  slavery.  But  for  ought 
we  see,  their  condition  may  be  fiiirly  interpreted  to 
mean  what  none  of  them  believe  or  would  be  thought 
to  say.  Is  it  honorable  to  religion  to  have  it  known 
that  a  few  members  of  a  church  are  in  the  habit  of 
assembling  on  the  evening  of  the  last  Monday  in 
each  month  to  pray  to  Gcd  to  deliver  our  country 
from  the  sin  and  the  curse  of  slavery,  but  their  pas¬ 
tor  will  not  read  a  notice  of  their  meeting  ?  What 
can  be  the  reason  1  Has  he  attended  their  prayer 
meeting  and  found  it  to  be  a  meeting  of  a  very  dif¬ 
ferent  character,  where  Christ  is  not.  No  I  It  is  a 
veritable  prayer  meeting.  Why  then  does  he  not 
rejoice  in  its  existence?  Are  these  men  actuated 
by  a  blind  zeal,  and  prosecuting  insane  measures 
for  the  removal  of  slavery  ?  But  prayer  will  guide 
their  zeal — and  prayer  is  not  an  insane  measure. 
What  can  we  hope  for  in  respect  to  slavery  without 
prayer?  Until  the  churches  are  brought  upon 
their  knees  to  confess  and  to  pray  over  the  evil,  we 
expect  no  happy  deliverance  to  the  slave  or  his 
master.  But  let  this  be  done,  and  what  is  the  in¬ 
discreet  measure  that  can  prevent  a  happy  issue? 
The  God  of  might  and  grace  is  manifestly  dispos- 


riches,  nor  business,  may  not  exai 
this  concerns  us,  or  what  we  have  to  do  with  it. 
The  times  are  worldly,  it  is  true;  but  what  is  that 
to  us?  We  did  not  make  them  so.  We  cannot 
help  it.  They  can  do  us  no  harm.  They  cannot 
make  us  worldly.

But  there  are  other  people,  a  few  at  any  rate,  per¬ 
haps  many,  God  only  knoweth,  who  do  not  live  in 
this  world,  in  the  devil’s  world,  but  in  Christ’s 
church:  people  who  cluster  quietly  around  the

N.  Nor  need  we ;  as  long  as  we  can  build  di¬ 
rectly  on  the  foundation  of  prophets  and  apostles. 

But  let  us  look  at  the  links  of  your  succession ;

Dunstan,  however,  who  was  a  very  famous  old 
fellow.

Koitou:— In  my  last  letter,  I  mentioned  the

I  Mr.  Adams  began  by  complaining  that  the  reports  of 
deftnce  in  the  National  Intelligencer,  were  unfair, 
iMittiBg  parts  of  it  material  to  the  proofs  he  exhibited  of 
the  axiattnf  eonspiraey  against  him,  and  against  the  lib- 
States.  In  fact,  all  the  city  papers,  and 
■ome  others,  like  the  N.  Y.  Herald,  professing  to  give  a 
fell  report  ef  all  the  proceedings  of  Ctmgress,  did  mangle 
his  speeches  very  much,  while  they  gave  those  of  his  as- 
■■Auis  fWly  and  correctly.  In  order  to  meet  this  defi- 
eleacy,  Mr.  LMvitt,  by  invitation  of  a  member,  took  a 
•eat  within  the  bar,  in  a  good  position  to  hear  Mr.  Adams. 
Bat  oaa  ef  the  watchfhl  sentinels  of  despotism,  Andeews 
ef  Kcatncky,  rose  and  complained  of  it,  and  of  other 
reporters  for  leaving  their  seats,  though  he  well  knew 
that  many  of  ns  could  not  hear  a  word  in  them.  But  the 
two  “  Abolition”  reporters  are  perfect  eye-sores  to  these 
^rthy  gentlemen. 

To  retnra  to  Mr.  Adams.  He  devoted  most  ofthe  day 
to  the  illustration  of  the  control  of  the  slave-power  over 
the  press  and  over  the  Post-office  department.  As  proofs 
of  h,  he  had  read  the  proceedings  of  the  public  meeting 
five  yean  ago,  in  Charlestcm,  S.C.,  which  resulted  in  the 
robbery  af  the  mail;  and  to  similar  scenes,  elsewhere. 
The  well-known  letter  of  Amos  Kendall,  P.  M.  G.  to  Mr. 
Huger,  P.  B1  of  Charleston ;  the  correspondence  of  S. 
L.  Goverocnr,  P.  M.  of  your  dty,  with  the  Am.  A,  S. 
Society,  and  similar  documents,  familiar  to  readers  of 
Abolitiem  papers,  but  new  to  many  in  the  House,  excited 
no  little  attention.  He  denounced  these  proceedings,  es¬ 
pecially  those  in  which  sworn  officers  of  the  (Sovemment 
had  participated,  with  great  severity  ;  as  belonging  to  a 
elan  of  facts  proving  the  existence  of  an  organized  sys 
tern,  not  to  defend  slavery,  but  to  spread  that  hateful  sys¬ 
tem  throughout  the  country .  Even  our  school  books  were 
compiled  for  the  same  ends.  In  illustration  of  this,  he 
caased  to  be  read  Judge’s  Jay's  letters,  exposing  Prof. 
Renwick’s  falsification  of  the  life  of  John  Jay.  The 
book  was  published  by  the  Harpers,  whose  similar 
pracOees,  in  other  cases,  are  well  known  to  the  reading 
community.  At  this  point,  Mr.  Adams  moved  to  post- 
'T>one  the  subject  to  Tuesday  week,  to  give  time  for 
replies  to  calls  for  information,  and  to  allow  him  to  make 
written  preparation  for  his  defence. 

A  storm  arose  at  once.  The  yeas  and  nays  were  loud¬ 
ly  called  for  by  Southern  members ;  and  Maushall  began 
to  revile  him,  in  a  strain  of  great  bitterness.  All  the 
facts  vrnnied,  he  said,  for  any  good  purpose,  were  now  be¬ 
fore  the  House.  Mr.  Adams  had  already  told  the  whole 
world  that  the  slaveholders  of  the  South  were  attempting 
to  destroy  the  right  of  petition,  the  habeas  corpus,  the 
jury  trial,  the  sacred  confidence  of  the  Post-office,  the 
freedom  of  the  press,  and  all  the  safeguards  of  rational 
liberty.  And  now,  he  wanted  delay  to  hunt  up  facts  to 
sustain  him,  in  making  these  monstrous  charges !  He 
wanted  time  to  make  out  a  case  to  justify  a  revolution 
He  would  admit  that  his  charges  were  true.  But  did 
that  justify  his  course  ?  Did  that  make  it  any  the  less 
the  duty  ofthe  House  to  censure  him  1  Were  the  House 
ready  to  allow  him  to  go  on  and  exasperate  the  feelings 
of  the  Northern  people,  and  thus  prepare  the  way  for  the 
very  result  at  which  he  aimed — disunion  1  It  was  to  sa¬ 
tisfy  the  South,  that  Narthem  men  were  attached  to  the 
interests  of  the  Union,  and  ready  to  frown  upon  his  dis¬ 
organizing  course,  that  he  had  brought  forward  these  re¬ 
solves.  Their  votes  would  show  if  he  was  correct. 

AnnoLD  of  Term.,  said  they  had  wild  fanatics  at  the 
South,  as  well  as  in  the  North,  to  whom  this  dissension 
was  food.  He  moved  the  previous  question,  but  intro¬ 
duced  it  at  Mr.  Adams’  request,  who  seeing  the  violence 
of  his  accusers,  resumed.  He  said  he  had  hoped  their 
sense  of  justice  would  have  led  them  to  consent  to  the 
delay  he  asked  for,  but  he  was  disappointed.  Marshall 
b»d  totally  misrepresented  him;  asserting  that  he,  in 
spite  of  his  instructions  and  disclaimers,  favored  the  oIh 
jtet  of  the  petitioners ;  when  he  only  sought  to  preserve 
the  right  of  petition.  If  the  House  were  to  act  on  the 
principles  that  gentleman  contended  for,  and  assume 
discretionary  power  to  hold  men  accountable  for  the  eb- 
juU  of  their  petitions,  and  punish  them,  at  discretion, 
would  establish  a  despotism  more  tyrannical  than  that  of 
Nero,  tkho  wrote  his  laws  in  fine  characters,  and  then 
posted  them  up  too  high  to  be  read.  Where  did  they  find 
their  Constitutional  law  to  decide  that  the  petitioners  were 
guilty  of  a  crime  1  They  might  as  well  assert  that  those 
who  petitioned  for  abolition  in  this  District  were  traitors, 
and  censure  members  fur  presenting  their  petitions 
Marshall  says  that  my  charges  against  the  South  are  true. 
Strange  that  he  still  charges  me  with  crime  for  present 
ing  a  petition  from  the  aggrieved  parties !  The  petition 
ers  had  a  right  to  be  heard  on  this  subject,  and  on  the 
whole  subject  of  slavery  and  its  evil  tendencies,  so  elo¬ 
quently  depicted  in  a  pamphlet  he  held  in  his  hand,  on 
slavery  in  Kenmcky.  (It  was  Marshall’s  eloquent  letters 
on  Slavery,  two  years  ago.) 

Mr.  SurueaD,  of  N.  C.,  here  rose  to  order.  Was  it 


he  had  two  other  petitions  of  the  same  character,  one 
ffom  N.  York,  the  other  from  Pennsylvania,  which  he 
should  not  now  present ;  showing  that  this  feeling  was 
not  confined  New  England. 

I  may  venture  to  remark  here,  that  this  feeling  in  favor 
of  disunion  does  not  prevail  to  any  extent  among  aboli¬ 
tionists.  But  it  is  very  rife  among  the  Whig  party  men, 
who  see  that  much  of  the  fruits  of  their  victory,  in  the 
great  contest  of  1840,  has  been  snatched  from  them  by 
the  arrogant  and  domineering  course  of  the  slaveholders. 

A  portion  ofthe  democrats,  from  similar  causes,  sympa¬ 
thise  in  their  feelings.  These  men  'are  ready,  as  they 
talked  of  doing,  in  case  Mr.  Everett’s  nomination  was 
rejected,  to  rear  the  banner  of  a  Northern  party  ;  a 
measure  that  enlightened  men  every  where  should  depre¬ 
cate.  We  want  no  sectional  party  appealing  to  secticmal 
pride  and  rancor.  Free  labor,  and  its  interests,  free  la¬ 
bor  at  the  North,  at  the  West,  in  the  East,  and  in  the 
South,  every  where  alike,  is  the  great  object  which  should 
attract  the  attention  of  the  patriotic  of  all  parties 
The  free  labor  interest  embraces  one  third,  at  least,  ofthe 
Southern  country.  And  the  extension  of  it  to  the  whole 
land  would  be  the  consummation  of  our  political  prosperi¬ 
ty.  in  saying  this,  and  in  repudiating  disolution,  or  any 
sectional  party  or  feelings,  I  enow  1  express  the  views  of 
nearly  every  abolitionist  in  the  country.  The  signers  of 
the  Haverhill  petition,  with  few  exceptions,  are  men 
who,  while  thqy  feel  much  interest  in  behalf  of  the  slave, 
are  and  always  have  been  ictdded  to  the  whig  and  demo¬ 
cratic  parties ;  nal  thorough  abolitionists.  Their  aim,  no 
doubt,  was  to  retort  upon  the  South  their  constant  cries 
“we’ll  dissolve  the  Union,”  whenever  measures  are  not 
found  to  suit  them. 

Gilmer,  Proffitt,  Cost  Johnson,  Rhett  and  Hunter, 
smarting  with  their  defeat,  on  Wednesday  asked  to  be 
excused  from  acting  any  longer  on  the  committee  of 
Foreign  Relations  with  sitcA  an  “  unsafe”  man,  one  prov¬ 
ed  to  be  “  unworthy  of  confidence”  (!)  as  Mr.  Adams ! 
They  thought,  no  doubt,  that  the  House  would  be  terrifi¬ 
ed  at  their  request.  But  the  shout  of  derisive  “  ayes,” 
with  only  one  or  two  faint  “  noes,”  undeceived  them. 
White,  of  Lon.,  Shepherd,  of  N.  C.,  Holmes,  of  S.  C., 
Cooper,  of  Ga.,  and  Chapman,  of  Ala.,  were  appointed 
in  their  places.  The  last  three  declined,  and  their  places 
are  not  yet  supplied.  I  will  only  add,  that  the  defeat  of 
the  slaveholders,  in  a  fight  of  their  own  seeking,  for 
which  they  had  carefully  prepared,  and  in  which  they 
have  sacrificed  the  good  name  of  their  most  popular  and 
effective  speaker,  to  no  purpose,  mortifies  them  very 
deeply.  The  tone  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  Northern 
and  many  of  the  best  Southern  papers  convinces  them 
that  the  reign  of  their  despotism  is  over.  And  they  fore¬ 
see  clearly  that  their  ground  on  the  right  of  petition  is  no 
longer  tenable.  They  know,  too,  that  every  man  will 
laugh  at  any  future  threats  of  disunion,  from  them,  as 
insincere  and  childish.  They  have  betrayed  themselves 
and  lost  the  price  of  their  treason  I  A  few  more  similar 
defeats  would  kill  slavery,  and  they  know  it. 

Mr.  Adams  occupied  all  the  day,  on  Monday,  in  pre 
senting  petitions,  on  various  subjects,  which  were  disposed 
of  as  usual.  Tuesday  morning  Mr.  Fessenden,  of  Me 
gave  notice  of  a  motion  to  rescind  the  31  st  rule.  He  also 
presented  a  very  important  memorial  from  Portland,  on 
the  loss  of  our  trade  with  the  British  West  Indies;  a  sub¬ 
ject  very  galling  to  the  slaveholders,  by  whose  injurious 
control  over  the  government,  that  trade,  once  so  great  and 
so  profitable  to  New-York  and  Ncw-England,  has  been 
almost  entirely  lost.  They  opposed,  ineffectually,  his 
motion  to  print  the  memorial. 

Mr.  Tillinohast,  of  R.  I.  then  resumed  his  speech,  com¬ 
menced  one  day  last  December  (!)  in  favorof  a  resolve  to 
allow  the  committee  on  manufactures  to  send  for  evidence 
and  employ  a  clerk  to  record  it  on  the  subject  of  the  tariff. 
When  he  closed,  Mr.  Brown,  of  Penn,  moved  to  prohibit 
the  committee  from  taking  any  man’s  testimony  on  any 
subject  in  which  he  was  interested!  Such  a  sample  of 
practical  statesmanship  caused  a  laugh  that  would  have 
daunted  a  modest  man.  Not  so  with  Mr.  Brown.  The 
debate  was  continued  in  the  morning  hour  till  Friday 
when  the  anti-tariff  men  laid  it  on  the  table,  97  ayes,  89 
noes :  thus  refusing  all  investigation  on  the  subject.  The 
result  is  not  decisive  as  to  the  fate  of  the  tariff'.  The 
probable  vote  in  favor  of  an  increase  of  tariff  duties  will 
be  about  115  to  112,  with  a  few  very  doubtful  members. 
Mr.  Clay,  it  is  said,  will  take  the  lead  in  an  effort  to  raise 
the  general  tariff  to  30  per  cent,  and  include  tea,  coffee 
sugar,  and  many  articles  of  luxury,  now  free,  under  its 
provisions.  It  is  admitted  that  at  least  !$5,000,000  more 
must  be  borrowed,  before  August  1st,  to  meet  the  current 
expenses  of  the  government— and  all  borrowing  ends  in 
heavier  taxation  at  last.

Another  appointment,  that  of  Waddy  Thomp¬ 
son,  of  S.C.  as  Ekivoy  Extraordinary  to  Mexico,  I  can¬ 
not  view  without  alarm,  in  connection  with  other  indica¬ 
tions  of  a  speedy  and  desperate  struggle  for  the  annexa¬ 
tion  of  Texas  to  this  Union,  for  which  this  “  terrible, 
very  terrible !”  man  is  a  prominent  advocate.  The  pro¬ 
ject  is  now  before  the  Congress  of  Texas.  It  is  favored 
by  the  administration  party  here ;  by  most  of  the  South¬ 
ern  men,  and  by  many  northern  democrats,  for  party’s 
sake.  I  believe  nothing  will  prevent  this  great  disaster, 
but  such  a  struggle  as  was  made  four  years  ago.  The 
friends  of  freedom  will  not  disregard  the  naming,  nor  be 
blinded  by  the  artful  course  the  advocates  of  the  scheme 
are  now  pursuing.  It  is  the  last  opportunity  slaveholders 
have  to  preserve  their  control  over  the  Government  of  the 
country.

Remains  of  the  Steamer  President. — We  learn  from 
Capt.  Jepson,  of  the  schr.  Mokina,  from  the  Cape  de 
Veld  Islands,  that  the  stem  boat  of  the  ill-fated  steamer 
President,  and  also  several  water-casks,  bearing  her 
name,  had  been  picked  up  and  carried  into  St.  Nicholas, 
one  of  the  said  Islands.  Capt.  Jepson  did  not  himself 
see  these  interesting  relics,  (as  he  sailed  from  another 
Island,  Bonavista,)  but  was  assured  of  the  fact  by  a  re¬ 
spectable  English  gentleman  who  had  seen  them.  The 
latitude  and  longitude  where  they  were  picked  up,  we 
are  unable  to  state.  The  boat,  as  well  as  the  water- 
casks,  had  the  name  "  President”  upon  it.  ThLs  it  the 
first  trace  which  has  yet  been  discovered  of  the  wreck  of 
that  noble  vessel. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  we  publish  the  follow¬ 
ing,  from  the  log-book  of  the  brig  Poultney,  Capt,  Moult, 
ol  Baltimore,  who  arrived  here  a  few  days  since  Item 
Smyrna. 

“  July  31, 11  A,  M.,  lat.  40  31  N.  long.  M  16  W.  fro* 
New  'York  for  Smyrna,  passed  a  large  piece  of  wreck, 
sixty  feet  long,  thirty  to  forty  wide,  and  looked  like  the 
broadside  of  a  steamboat.  It  appeared  to  be  part  of  the 
main  channels,  having  four  dead  eyes,  with  turned  mould¬ 
ings  and  long  flat  iron  straps.  Her  hulk  was  black,  with 
a  broad  white  streak,  and  large  painted  black  ports. 
There  was  a  bite  of  a  hauser  over  a  piece  of  wood,  appa¬ 
rently  part  of  the  guards.”

Unprecedented  Freshet. — The  mild  weather  and  the  del 
uge  of  rain,  have  caused  a  rapid  and  unprecedented  rise 
of  waters  in  the  Mohawk  and  its  tributary  streams.  It  is 
now  about  18  feet  above  the  ordinary  summer  level. 

The  buildings  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  city  of 
Schenectady  have  been  entirely  inundated. 

At  Fonda,  and  for  10  miles  west,  on  Friday  noon,  the 
railroad  track  was  covered  with  water,  and  some  parts  of 
it  swept  away.  On  Saturday  morning  the  houses  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  Schenectady  were  up  to  the  sills  of 
the  first  story  windows  in  water.  The  splendid  bridge 
was,  however,  but  little  injured. 

At  Amsterdam  the  dams  on  the  creek  gave  way^on 
Thursday  evening,  deluging  the  entire  village.  The 
bridge  over  the  Mohawk  at  that  place  was  swept  away  on 
Friday,  floating  down  bodily,  to  within  2  miles  of  Schenec¬ 
tady.  Two  bridges  over  the  creek  at  Fonda,  (the  Cuya- 
dotta,)  are  gone.  About  200  feet  of  the  dam  at  Jones’ 
Mills,  are  also  gone — damage  about  $1000.  The  west 
track  of  the  railroad  in  the  deep  cut  west  of  Schenec¬ 
tady,  is  gone.  At  Little  Falls  a  paper  mill  was  carried 
away,  and  a  portion  of  a  large  stove  factory  knocked  out 
by  the  ice. 

Ar  Little  Falls  very  severe  damages  was  done,  amount¬ 
ing  to  nearly  $80,000. 

The  freshet  appears  to  have  been  very  disastrous 
along  the  valley  of  the  Chenango.  'We  learn  from  the 
Oxford  Times  that  so  sudden  and  unexpected  was  the 
rise,  that  whole  flocks  of  sheep  were  carried  away  by  the 
current.  We  have  heard  of  one  or  two  instances  where 
cows  and  other  stock  were  swept  off,  before  they  could 
be  rescued.  We  are  informed  that  a  factory  belonging 
to  Mr.  Wilcox,  situated  4  or  5  miles  below  the  village, 
was  turned  over  and  the  machinery  destroyed.  We  un¬ 
derstand  that  much  damage  was  done  to  the  premises 
known  as  'Van  Wagenen’s  Mills,  situated  about  3  miles 
north-east  of  the  village. 

The  canal  in  that  section  has  been  considerably 
injured,  to  what  extent,  however,  we  can  form  no 
estimate. 

The  bridge  across  the  Unadilla  river,  at  Mount  Upton, 
has  been  rendered  impassable,  in  consequence  of  a  portion 
of  it  being  carried  away;  the  bridges  at  South  Bainbridge 
and  at  Nineveh,  across  the  Sus^ehannah,  and  also  the 
one  over  the  Chenango  at  the  Forks,  have  been  swept 
away.  We  hear  also  that  the  flood  has  been  tremendous 
at  Binghampton,  Owego,  and  through  all  that  .section  of 
the  country. 

At  Canajoharie,  as  we  learn  from  the  Radii,  on  Friday 
moining  the  buildings  attached  to  the  distillery  were 
washed  away,  with  4  or  500  hogs,  which  were  washed 
down  stream. 

A  miller  by  the  name  of  Wilky  went  among  the  ice  to 
procure  wood,  when  the  water  came  in  such  a  torrent 
that  he  was  swept  away  in  the  mass,  in  full  view  of  his 
agonized  family. 

Slavery  in  New- Jersey. — The  inhabitants  of  this  State 
are  not,  many  of  them,  aware  that  they  live  in  a  slave 
State.  But  in  point  of  fact  the  principle  is  as  fully  recog¬ 
nized  in  New-Jersey  as  in  Georgia.  The  laws,  as  they 
now  exist,  allow  persons  removing  here  to  bring  all  their 
slaves  with  them  and  continue  to  hold  them  in  servitude 
■rhey  also  make  the  children  of  slaves,  bom  since  1804, 
servants  for  life;  and  secure  to  persons  removing  through 
the  State  the  right  to  take  with  them  their  slaves  unmo¬ 
lested. 

They  further  require  negroes,  traveling  through  or  in 
the  State,  to  have  certificates  of  freedom  from  the  Clerks 
of  the  County  Courts ;  and  prohibit  any  person  from  ex¬ 
tending  to  such  as  have  not  such  certificate  any  acu  of 
hospitality. 

It  is  the  repeal  of  these  laws  that  the  petitions  which 
have  been  presented  to  our  Legislature,  pray,  so  that 
slavery,  in  every  form,  may  cease  to  be  recognized  within 
our  borders. 

The  census  of  1840  shows  the  number  of  slaves  m  the 
State  to  be  6M. — Jersey  City  Gazette. 

Savings'  Banks  tn  Massachusetts. — There  are  33  Sav¬ 
ings’  Banks  in  Mas.sachnsetts.  From  the  returns  lately 
made  in  the  Legislature  from  30  of  these  institutions,  it 
appears  that  the  amount  of  money  in  depositc  is  $6,714,- 
181,  belonging  to  41,423  depositors.  The  amount  of  de- 
posites  in  the  Boston  Savings’  Institution  is  $3,387,918, 
belonging  to  14,931  depositors.

The  petitioners  are  from 
the  northern  portion  of  the  State,  where  slavery  scarcely 
exists.

It  is  stated  that  the  citizens  of  Concord  have  sub¬ 
scribed  $48,000  to  the  stock  of  the  contemplated  railroad 
to  Fitchburg. 

The  Secretary  of  War  says  that  the  number  of  cadets 
at  West  Point  is  ^0.  The  greatest  number  admissible 
is  260. 

Hon.  W.  Sprague  has  been  chosen  Senator  from  Rhode 
Island,  in  the  place  of  Hon.  Nathan  F,  Dixon,  deceased. 

The  steam  planing  mill  of  Messrs.  Rich  ic,  Hotchkiss, 
at  New-Haven,  with  the  machinery  and  much  lumber, 
was  consumed  on  the  11th  inst. 

The  farmers  made  maple  sugar  last  month  near  Ba¬ 
tavia.  March  is  the  usual  period  of  its  first  apjiearance. 

Upwards  of  four  millions  of  persons,  it  is  supposed, 
have  visited  the  remains  of  Napoleon  at  the  Invaiides  in 
Paris, 

The  white  lead  factory  of  Me.ssrs.  Henshaw  &  Ward, 
at  South  Boston,  was  almost  wholly  consumed  on  the  10th 
inst. 

A  very  remarkable  decrease  in  the  use  of  wines  occur¬ 
red  in  England,  last  year.  The  consumption  was  295,662 
gallons  less  than  in  1840. 

There  were  105  patients  admitted  into  the  Insane  Hos¬ 
pital  of  Maine,  during  the  last  year.  By  the  census  of 
1841,  there  were  631  insane  persons  in  that  State. 

The  number  of  recruits  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army, 
from  the  1st  of  Oct,  1840,  to  the  30th  Sept.  1841,  was 
4,922. 

The  only  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  R.  lugersoll, 
M.C.  from  Philadelphia,  who  was  on  a  visit  to'Wtsnmg- 
ton,  died  in  that  city  on  the  12th  inst. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Western  Railroid  have 
passed  a  vote  offering  to  the  government  to  submit  the 
whole  subject  of  carrying  the  mails  on  that  road  to  refer¬ 
ence — and  binding  themselves  to  carry  them  for  such 
compensation  as  the  referees,  after  hearing  both  parties, 
may  decide  to  be  just  and  reasonable.
